This quaint and narrow thoroughfare is always 
resplendent with colour, while the air is heavy with many 
scents, for here is the popular flower market of Naples. A 
visit to the home of Art and Nature, as Naples may be 
surely termed, would not be complete without a trip to its 
flower market. 
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
